WI8C0NSIN LAWYERS. 
The members of the Wisconsin Bar 
association held an annual meeting in 
the Assembly^chamber at .Madison this 
week, at which the Hon. Moses 
M. 
Strong, the oldest member of the bar in 
point of years of practice, delivered the 
address. There are a great many inter­ 
esting facts in this address, not only iii 
regard to tho reminiscences of the mein- 
liers of the bar, but in regard to the sta­ 
tistics 
of 
the 
lawyers 
in 
the 
{State. Mr. Strong presented a cata­ 
logue 
of 
the 
members 
which 
exhibited iii a striking degree the over­ 
crowded condition of the profession. 
Tho total number of resident lawyers in 
this State, with the exception of Monroe 
county, which was not heard from, is 
1,319. Of this number it is said that 149 
are out of practice, which will make tho 
total number of resident practicing law­ 
yers in the State 1,200. According to 
these figures, the proportion of practicing 
attorneys in the State is one to 1,078 of 
tho population—meu, women, aud child­

THE WISCONSIN STATE PROHIBITION 
ASSOCIATION. 
A striking result of the late teinper- 
perance conference at Madison, was the 
incorporation 
of a State prohibitory 
amendment association. There is some­ 
thing quite original iu the plan, aud it 
smacks considerably of Hie ingenuity of 
State Senator William T. Price. 
There 
is a business air about it and almost u to­ 
tal lack of tomfoolery with the question 
of prohibiting the manufacture aud sale 
of liquors in Wisconsin. Whether it will 
prove practical or not is a question 
which eau ouly lie settled by a test made 
iu several campaigns. 
The capital stock of the association is 
fixed at $100,090, divided into 100,000 
shares, the money paid for ntock goiug 
mto what may pro|>erly be called a cam­ 
paign fund; and will lie used for secur­ 
ing au organization of the prohibitionists 
u all districts of the State for the circu­ 
lation of temperance literature aud the 
employment of agents ami lecturers. 
The following are the chief points of 
the articles of association: 
The association shall tic know n as the 
Wisconsin State prohibitory amendment 
association, with headquarters at Maili 
son. The officers shall consist of niue 
directors to lie elected animally by the 
stockholders. The directors shall elect a 
I (resident, vico president aud treasurer. 
Any person may liecoiue a memlier of 
the association by paying one dollar for 
each share subscribed for. The annual 
meeting shall bo held iu Madison nu the 
first Tuesday of June, of each year. 
Tin1 funds of tho association shall 
be 
used 
exclusively 
for 
the 
accomplishment of the object of the as­ 
sociation—securing an amendment to 
the constitution prohibiting the manu­ 
facture and sale of intoxicating liquor in 
this State. The directors shall have 
power to assess the capital stock of tile 
association to an amouut not exceeding 
one dollar pew annum upou each share of 
stock. The directors shall have power 
ti* declare the stock of any person for­ 
feited who is six months in arrears. The 
original incorporators are W. T. Price, 8. 
D. Hastings, aud fi. H. Giles. 
This is probably the most effective 
plan that could be devised to secure the 
desired amendment to the constitution. 
It will he more practical than the plau 
of ruuuiug separate prohibition tickets 
for State officers aud memliers of the 
Legislature. There are a great many 
excellent temperance workers iu Wiscon­ 
sin who are opposed to the nomination 
of a regular prohibition State ticket, aud 
while there are others who favor such a 
ticket, the probability is that such a 
ticket 
will 
not 
be 
put 
in 
tile 
field. 
The 
association 
will 
do 
its 
greatest 
work 
in 
the 
Senate aud Assembly districts, aud by 
this means hope to secure a number of 
prohibition members in tile Legislature. 
There does not appear to be a very flat­ 
tering prosfiect of immediate success, but 
the temperance people, like tim abolition­ 
ists in tunes gone by, feel coufideut that 
ultimately, they will see the day when 
victory shall be theirs.

Then, overwhelmed with 
our great loss, we think there is no help 
for it. Yet we have the evidence every­ 
where about us that much less labor, 
than is often expended by the exasper­ 
ated farmer or fruit-grower in shooting 
birds that are rather his friends than 
his enemies, would be more than suf­ 
ficient to preserve a fruit crop against 
the worst insect enemies that ever ex­ 
isted. 
We are moved to these remarks by a 
communication we recently read in a 
horticultural journal in regard to the 
oelery-grub. All who have nail experi­ 
ence in the culture of this vegetable 
know that they have much trouble 
some seasons from the operations of a 
very small worm, which gets under­ 
neath the surface of the leaf aud feeds 
on its green cellular matter. Celery, 
wheu attacked by this insect, rarely 
does any good. This correspondent 
had tried lime, and ashes, and sulphur, 
and all the easy remedies so often 
named, but with no good at alt Finally 
he wrote to some one whom he thought 
could tell him what to do, aud was told 
to go over the leaves on the first ap­ 
pearance of the insect aud pinch them 
“ dead.” He thought this very absurd; 
but he was tempted to try the advice, 
aud found to his surprise that it took no 
more time than one or two good water­ 
ings or weeding, and he therefore 
writes to thank his friend for his advice, 
and to praise his own good sense in 
haring taken it. 
Yet, this is no more 
than we in this department, and most 
other agricultural laborers, arc contin­ 
ually inculcating, namely: the necessity 
of personal labor if we would do any­ 
thing in this way with much hope of 
success. 
This has been exemplified in the case 
of the curculio on the plum. All sorts 
of easy scareweevils have been thought 
of. Somo dust the trees with * lime, 
with sulphur, with ashes—others stick ' 
tar in rags about the tree. Numerous 
other nostrums have been popular, but • 
the first great blow at the curculio was ‘ 
to cut oil a bough close up to tho trunk,. 
place sheets under the trees, and with a 
mallet suddenly strike tho stump and 
thus shake tho insects off, which were 
then burnt. Do this every morning for 
a couple of weeks, and you can get 
plenty of plums and they will pay hand­ 
somely. It is, indeed, the experience 
of every one that tho war against in** 
sects, as against weeds, is one in which 
we 
must personally engage if we 
would have success.

This tap been repeatedly proved in va­ 
rious ways, but the fellowing simple ex­ 
periment will suffice: 
In two vessels 
of equal size and shape put equal quan­ 
tities of linseed oil, and with one mix a 
quantity of spirits of turpentine. Allow 
both to be exposed to the same atmos 
pheric influences and watch them. Very 
noon you will find the quantity in each 
▼areel to be alike, showing that the tur­ 
pentine has entirely evaporated, ofter 
which if you can perceive any differ­ 
ence in the; rapidity of the drying be­ 
tween the two it will be in favor of 
what woe originally the pure oil. When 
rn mixture of linseed oil and spirits of 
turpentine is spread out over a surface, 
the effect is produced which has led so 
mony to call the turpentine a drier. 
Hie turpentine rapidly flies off and 
the oil is left in a much thinner body 
than if it had been applied pure, and 
the air has so much the better chance 
to operate on it, but the turpentine has 
left nothing behind to aid toe harden­ 
ing or drying process. Painters like to 
nae it because it Brakes the point flow 
more readily, work easier and spread 
on better. For inside work it is desira­ 
ble, because as a rule the object is to 
apply to the surface covered as little oil 
in proportion to the pigment used as 
possible, while for outside work tho 
revere# is the case. 
Turpentine and

except a poor farmer, it is a worn-out 
team. It would have been better if tho 
matter had been attended to before 
this, but it is never too late to get rid 
of a poor team. Better spend a week 
in hunting for a good one than to con­ 
tinue with one that cannot do one-half 
the work that a good one would do.—

Impurities in Ice* 


The popular delusion that water in 
the process of freezing somehow elimi­ 
nates any impurity it may contain, or 
that the vitality of animal or vegetable 
germs is destroyed bv the cold, Is now 
very generally exploded. 
An American naturalist has been mi­ 
croscopically examining fragments of 
ice taken from various canals and (Kinds. 
He took only such specimens as ap­ 
peared clean and were quite transparent 
to the eye. On melting them and sub 
jeering them to magnifying powers, 
varying up to nine hundred diameters, 
he says that vegetable tissue aud con­ 
fervoid growth were in most cases ob­ 
servable at ouce. He found no in­ 
stance in which auimalcnhc were pres­ 
ent in an active state after feeding, but 
after beiug allowed to stand for a while 
in a moderato temperature, the water 
presented monads whose movements 
were easily distinguished with a magui- 
fyiug power of from two hundred to 
four hundred diameters. After a while 
conferva; were observed growing and 
takiug form similar to the nests occu­ 
pied by tho young of the Paramecium, 
commot! iii stagnant water. The result 
of the observations is to prove beyond 
question that freezing does not in any 
way eliminate impurity or prevent the 
subsequent development of animal or 
vegetable germs. 
This is merely a confirmation of what 
has already been asserted and proved 
before, but the matter is of such impor­ 
tance that it is not likely to be urged 
with unnecessary frequency. 
Many 
persons who will look askance at a glass 
of iintiitered water will not hesitate to 
cool their drink bv dropping a knob of 
ice iuto it. That from ponds and canals 
is, of course, ostensibly gathered for 
non-dietetic purposes; but it is to be 
feared that in hot weather ice is ice, 
and that much risk of mischief is often 
incurred. —London Globe.
